She 
notes the limitations of her study citing fom the content 
analysis of a single Chinese-language newspaper 
Source Chung ai7atPo which wasfounded by Presbyterian 
minister Ng Poon Chew in 1900. The reverend':s newSpaper 
enjoyed wide circulation among the Chinese. Yung notes that 
itfavoredreform and equalrights forwomen and thatit played 
an important advocacy and informationalrole untilits decline 
in the 1930s. 

Due to Yung's single Souice for data; she was unable to 
include the contributions of another Presbyterian:s labors on 
behalf of Chinese women，Donaldina Cameron，whose en- 
deavors along with Ng Poon Chew's are memorialized in aset 
of stained-glass windows in the Chapel of the San Francisco 
Theological Seminary in San Anselmo. Indeed, the influence 
and impact of Protestant and Roman Catholic churches in the 
Chinese American experience is a Subject worthy of research 
in theview of this reviewer.

Shunned byAmerican-born 
Chinese and Chinese intellectuals, and ridiculed by Maoists， 
thebeliefs and ritual pattems have endured tenaciouslyamong 
thbepopulace. Theauthordepicts traditional religiousrites,acts

Should note that if they engage in shooting off firecrackers or 
have an appreciation oflion and dragon dances they are linked 
directly to what they despisel 

The essays in this volume are bound to sumulate further
